The 
week of institute is looked forward to 
by our people on account of the intel- 
lectual feasts it brings. 


The forty-fifth annual session of the 


Bedford county teachers' institute, un- 
like its predecessor of 1893, met under 
most favorable conditions. 
Smallpox 


was only a bitter memory of the dim 
and distant past and the weather man 
on Monday dished out the most favora- 
ble article in stock, thus insuring a 
large anrolment. 


The first indications of the coming 


institute were noticeable on Saturday, 
when the advance guard of teachers 
visited the enrolling office at J. R 
Irvine & Co's drug store. 
A larger 


number than usual had their names 
enrolled at that time. 


Monday morning bright and early, 


while yet some of Bedford's good peo- 
ple were slumbering, teachers began 
to arrive from even the faraway dis- 
tricts of King and Kimmell. From 
that time forward the ones who come 
in vehicles kept dropping into town. 
The trains brought their large quota 
at 9 25 and 11, and there was a general 
scurrying for quarters at the various 
hotels and homes. The scenes around 
the enrolling office were very busy 
onea. Atone o'clock, after the first 
installment of Bedford provender had 
been stowed away, there was a general 
movement toward the school building 
and the fine Assembly Hall began 
gradu»lly to fill up. At two o'clock 
Superintendent Wright called the in- 
stitute to order. The house was well 
filled. Prof. A. Judson Smith led the 
institute in a devotional hymn and 
Rev. C. C. Adams, of the Presbyterian 
church, conducted the opening exer- 
cises with scripture reading and pray- 
er. "America" then caused the walls 
of the hall to ring and reverberate. 
Superintendent Wright in a few choice 
words opened the institute. 


Roll call revealed the presence of 313 


teachers, out of a total of 325, which is 
an excellent record.

Attorney Frank E. Colvin, of Bed- 


ford, was introduced and 
welcom- 


ed the teachers of the county to Bed- 
ford. He said that it gave him pleas- 
ore to extend this welcome though he 
himself never taught a day. The his- 
tory of the world, he said, contained 
no example of such a gathering as this. 
The Greeks had their teachers, such 
as Socrates, Plato and Zcno, but edu- 
cation was limited. The 
Romans 


gathered in their forum to discuss pub- 
lic questions, but again there was no 
general education. Up to the present 
century w& had no public schools 
though we had many learned men. In 
1831 our present school system was in- 
troduced in Pennsylvania. Governor 
Wolf and Thaddens Stevens, enemies 
in politics, united to save the law from 
repeal the following year. In 1S54 
Bedford county first took advantage of 
the law allowing county institutes to 
beheld. The schools are open now to 
all freely, and a compulsory law even 
steps in and compels them to take ad- 
vantage of the opportunity. The great 
object of the institute should be kept 
in view. To listen, to learn, to be 
encouraged in your work, are your 
privileges. To listen is not all. The 
social element should have a place 
Bedford people are willing to welcome 
all in a social way. The boys and 
girls will.receive you with open arms 
Have a good time, always after your 
work is done. 


Hammond Prosser, of Broad Top 


township, responded to the address of 
welcome. He expressed the apprecia- 
tion of the teachers for the warm wel- 
come extended. He dwelt on the in- 
spiration to be derived in attending a 
county institute. The teacher to suc- 
ceed must be honest. 
Appear to be 


only what you are. The impostor will 
be detected by the pupils. The effect 
on them will be to cause dishonesty 
They will think that appearance goes 
as far as reality, and is cheaper. Char- 
acter is all important. It is not neces- 
sary for the teacher to appear ignorant 
but often a candid "I don't know'' 
clears the atmosphere. Let the teacher 
make the children feel that he is gen- 
uine. 


Prof. A. Judson Smith greeted the 


institute in the capacity of musical 
director and caught the audience by a 
few pleasant words. 
He referred to

Rev, Asbury Guyer, one of 
the 


oldest and best known ministers in the 
Central Pennsylvania conference, died 
at his home in Duneansville December 
17. Deceased was born April 36, 1S33, 
ia Blair county, about ten miles from 
Tyrone. He was a son of George Guyer 
and was one of a family of eight broth- 
ers, five of whom were ministers. Caleb 
Gayer, of Tyrone, is the only brother 
living. Decedent was married, in I860, 
to Miss Catharine Ashcom, daughter of 
Benjamin Ashcom, of near Everett. 
She died in 1S93, at Martinsburg. Five 
children were the issue of this union. 
A son, Herbert, died in 1S99 at Bell- 
wood. The other four are Mrs. Harry 
Lindsay, of Bellwood; Maude, Nellie 
and Edna, at home. Rev. Guyer en- 
tered the itinerant ministry in the 
Methodist church in the Baltimore con- 
ference in 1854. From that time until 
his death he was in the effective ranks 
with theexception of two years, 1861-3. 
When the Central Pennsylvania con- 
ference was created, in 1869, he was 
transferred to it and the same year 
tvas assigned to the First church of Al- 
toona.

MAJ.-BEX. HENRY W. LAWTON. 


signally distinguished himself in the 
war with the Filipinos, was killed by 
a bullet from an insurgent sharp- 
shooter's rifle. Although nearly fifty- 
seven years old, there was nothing 
about General Lawton to indicate that 
he was over the half-century mark in 
life. He waa all bone, sinew and 
muscle, due to his long campaigning, 
for he had been a soldier and a good 
one nearly all his life. 


He was born in Toledo, 0., March 


17, 1843, and enlisted in an Indiana 
regiment at the outbreak of the re- 
bellion, being made a sergeant at the 
start, but in August became a first 
lieutenant in the Thirtieth Indiana 
infantry. lie fought^ with that regi- 
ment throughout the war, reaching 
the rank of captain in May, 1863; 
lieutenant-colonel in November, 1864, 
and was brevetted colonel at the close 
of the war. 


In 1S36 he attracted the attention of 


the 
whole 
country by capturing 


Gerouimo, the Apache chief, after a 
pursuit of thousands of miles, lasting 
from April to August. For the tenth 
time Geronimo's band had jumped the 
San Carlos reservation. 
As usual, 


troops were started upon a perilous 
chase. 
For days they followed the 


trail over a country that had been 
made in wrath. 
They wandered in 


canons so deep and dark that through 
the narrow ribbon of white far above 
them the stars were seen at midday, 
and lived upon animals no wilder than 
the men they were pursuing, and 
scarcely more wild than they. The 
horses long since had been left behind. 
The cavalrymen were .on foot, with 
Lawton at their head, h'is teeth" hard 
set. "We'll walk them down," he told 
his sergeant when the mountains were 
reached. 
Six weeks afterward an 


Indian, whose bones seemed ready to 
start through his skin, came to the 
camp and said that Geronimo was 
ready to surrender. 
Lawton went 


alone to the lair of the starving wolves 
and received their submission. 


Lawton's name was in the first 


batch of regular army officers appoint- 
ed brigadier generals of volunteers on 
May 4, 189S. He was in command of a 
division in the Shafter expedition and 
was detailed to command the landing 
party which first planted foot on 
Cuban soil near Santiago on June 22. 
He was in command of the body of 
troops to which the Sough Eiders be- 
longed in the opening battle at La 
Quasina and commanded the division 
which carried the heights of El Caney 
on July 1. As a reward for the gal- 
lantry and skill exhibited by him on 
this occasion he was, on July 7, pro- 
moted to be colonel in the inspector 
general's department and the follow- 
ing day was made major general of 
volunteers. He was one of the three 
commissioners who arranged the sur- 
render of Santiago and in August was 
assigned to the command of the De- 
partment of Santiago. 


In the fall of 1398 he was in com- 


mand for a time of the Second Army 
corps, with headquarters at Camp 
Meade, Pa., and subsequently of the 
Fourth Army corps. In December he 
was ordered to the Philippines, sailing 
January 19. He reached Manila on 
March 10 and was at once assigned by 
General Otis to the command of the 
First division. 


General Lawton was placed at the 


head of a flying column and ordered to 
clear out the jungles in the country 
north of Manila. His advance into the 
hostile territory 
was a remarkable

plea was accepted by the court with 
the understanding, it is said, that 
Weller is to be sent to the penitentiary 
and not to the Huntingdon reforma- 
tory.

It is reported that the Boers have 


been for years secretly preparing for 
war with Great Britain. They supplied 
themselves with the latest materials 
employed in warfare, powerful modern 
guns, etc. When British spies visited 
the Transvaal they were shown a lot 
of old-time weapons, while the up-to- 
date arms were concealed. They re- 
turned to England and reported that 
it would be an easy task to vanquish 
the Boers. But Kruger's sagacious fore- 
sight in preparing for war in time of 
peace has enabled them to more than 
hold their own in the present conflict. 


Panic conditions developed on the 


stock exchange, New York city, Mon- 
day afternoon because of the impera- 
tive need of money brought about by 
the violent contraction in values. One 
million six hundred and fifty thousand 
shares were sold and bought. The 
shrinkage in value was 8100,000,000 
and a big trust company had to close 
its doors. It was the greatest panic 
Wall street has experienced in the 
past twenty years 
J. P. Morgan & 


Co. stopped the panic by sending to 
the stock exchange $10,000,000 to be 
loaned at 6 per cent, and the govern- 
ment also lent a hand by releasing 
830,000,000 or 540,000,000 to the United 
States depository banks.

THE GOLD STANDARD BILL 


Rushed Through the House—Work of the 


Roberts Committee—Philadelphia 


Plucks a Plum. 


Charges Preferred by I'ytuiaus. 


I circular has been issued bearing 


the signature of Charles F. Linde, past

chancellor, 
and "under the 


auspices of the council of 57 lodges of 
the Knights of Pythias, naming the 
charges which will be brought before 
the grand tribunal of the grand lodge 
of Pennsylvania, which holds a special 
session in Philadelphia January 16 
next, to hear them.

WASHINGTON, December 18.—Mr. Mc- 


Kinley. the man who once berated Mr. 
Cleveland for worshiping the golden 
calf and being the enemy of silver, 
completed the jobof jamming the gold 
standard bill through the house to- 
day. The programme was carried out 
according to the advance announce- 
ment in every particular, except that 
there were fewer Democratic votes for 
the bill than had been claimed by the 
Republicans. The bill has now gone 
to the senate, where Mr. McKinley can 
do no jamming and where this partic- 
ular bill will be allowed to slumber in 
committee. But the finance commit- 
tee will report as a substitute a gold 
standard bill that is even more objec- 
tionable than the house bill. It is 
whispered in inside Republican cir- 
cles that the party leaders would not 
be sorry if this session of congress 
should adjourn without final action on 
gold standard legislation, because it 
'would be easier to raise a big campaign 
fund from the money kings, if the mat- 
ter is left hanging, by promising to 
complete the job at next winter's ses- 
sion, than it will be if the bill goes on 
the statute book before the presiden- 
tial campaign. 


Congress will adjourn on Wednesday 


until January 3. The senate commit- 
tees have been re-arranged, under the 
Republican grab, and three new com- 
mittees—on Pacific islands and Porto 
Rico, on the Philippines,and on Cuba- 
have been formed, and Mr. Henderson 
will announce the house committees 
before adjournment. 


The Roberts committee will this 


week hear witnesses that have been 
summoned from Utah and will then 
decide whether it will be necessary for 
the committee to go to Utah to take 
further testimony. It is now certain 
that the committee will not make its 
report until after the reassembling of 
congress, in January. 


There was lots of behind the door 


political work done by the committee 
which succeeded in getting Philadel- 
phia chosen by the Republican nation- 
al committee for next year's national 
convention—June 19. Before the com- 
mittee met it seemed practically cer- 
tain that Chicago would be chosen,and 
so it would have been had not the 
Philadelphians made a combination 
by which the southern members of the 
committee 
were promised help 
to 


knock out the scheme to reduce the 
representation of the south in the na- 
tional convention, in return for votes 
for Philadelphia. The combination 
won at both ends. Philadelphia got the 
convention by one vote and Committee- 
man Payne abandoned the scheme to 
cut down the number of negro dele- 
gates to the convention, because of op- 
position to it. 


Representative Sims, of Tennessee, 


who is just beginning his second term 
in congress, fired a number of ques- 
tions at the Republican speakers dur- 
ing the debate on the gold standard 
bill in his efforts to gain information 
as to what the individual Republicans 
believed would be the result of the 
operation of the bill, if it became a 
law, and their reasons for supporting 
the bill. As a result of those questions 
and answers, Mr. Sims expresses 
the opinion that very few Republicans 
voted for the bill because they really 
favored it as a whole. He thinks they 
voted for it simply because it was a 
party measure, and that the party 
unanimity should be a lesson to the 
Democrats to stand together upon all 
matters relating to party precepts.

Christmas festival of 1899 will have 
passed. From our present prosperity 
and comfort let us look back at two 


Christmastides of the past. 


Defeated, perplexed, not daring to 


make a stand and yet not daring to

He had only

of the Delaware, as if waiting for the 
weather to form an icy bridge over 
which the British could march triumph- 
antly. The calm courage of the man 
seemed suddenly to mingle with are- 
turn of his impetuous boyhood. 
In- 


stead of waiting for further defeat, 


he wrested victory from defeat by 
doing the unexpected thing. 
Amid 


darkness and killing cold his forces 
boldly recrossed the Delaware, fell 
upon the unsuspecting Hessians, who 
were heeding only their own appetites 
at Trenton, slew many of them in their 
cups, captured a thousand and got safe- 
ly back into Pennsylvania Christmas 
Day, 1776. Then followed three weeks 
of such vigorous, splendid campaign- 
ing that even Frederick the Great judg- 
ed it to be the most brilliant in the 
annals of civilized warfare. In a few 
weeks the breadth of the state across 
which he had so ignominiously re- 
treated stretched between him and the 
discreet and astonished enemy.

prepared to meet; and again defeated 
at Germantown; the enemy in full pos- 
session of Philadelphia and passing the 
time with parades and masquerades,

WiiEREAS.The hope has been held out that 


the Filipinos, now waging war against the 
forces of the United States in the island of 
Luzon would lay down their arms if au- 
thoritatively assured that it was the inten- 
tion of the government and the people of 
the United States ultimately to grant to 
the people of that island their indepen- 
dence and tbe absolute control of their do- 
mestic affairs; and,

WHEREAS, Such is the intention of the 


government and of the American people 
who do not believe in wars of conquest or 
criminal aggression against other peoples, 
and have frequently declared their horror. 
Now, therefore, belt 


Jtesolved, By the senate and house of 


representatives in congress nssembled: 


Section 1. That it has always been our 


intent and purpose to recognize the inalien- 
able right of the Filipinos to self-govern- 
ernment and national independence, and 
that in pursuance thereof we shall make 
formal recognition ol these rights and 
withdraw our land and sea forces upon the 
establishment of peace and the inaugura- 
tion of a constitutional government, or 
governments, by the people of tbe islands 
or any of them, provided, the said govern- 
ment agrees, or the said governments 
agree to refuud the .?20,000.000 which, was 
paid by us to the queen ot Spain; to give us 
in fee simple, withnght of sovereignty vest- 
ed in us, a place suitable for a naval station 
and places fitted for coaling stations, and 
to grant the American people in perpetuity 
the right of free access to all of their ports 
for goods, merchandise and persons bent on 
peaceful or missionary pursuits. 


Section 3. We pledge our friendly assist- 


ance and counsel in the work of inaugurat- 
ing such a movement. 
Section 8. We pledge ourselves to treat 


as an unfriendly manifestation toward the 
United States any foreign interference or 
aggression for the period of ten years from 
and after the establishment of such a gov- 
ernment; provided, that the government 
and people of said islands shall surrender 
into our keeping, during that period, the 
entire question of their foreign relations, 
and shall pay the expense to which we may 
be put for such troops as shall, at the re- 
quest of said government, be kept on Phil- 
ippine territory.and of such ships and naval 
forces as may be kept in the Philippines or 
adjacent waters for the purposes of the 
protection herein promised.

WHEREAS, The Constitution of the United 


States provides that "neither slavery nor

Probably in no place m tbe United 
States is tliere such a great amount of 
the explosive used as In the Indiana 
oilfields. Indiana lias four nitroglycerin 
factories, and tlicy are seldom visited 
by curious peoplu. 


The explosive is made Crom a compo- 


sition of acids and glycerin. It is gener- 
ally pale yellow in color, and quite col- 
orless when pure. It is odorless, and 
has a sweet, pungent, aromatic flavor. 
If touched by one's tongue, or even 
brought into contact with the skin, it 
will produce a severe headache. 
A 


large tank, called an agitator, is where 
the fluid is mixed, and tbe mixture is 
composed of equal parts ot nitric and 
bulphuric acids. 
Inside tbe tank are 


several paddles, like those of a churn, 
and it is here Hint the real clanger in 
the manufacture exists. The paddles 
are put In operation, and a steady 
stream of sweet glycerin is turned into 
a vat until 250 pounds are thoroughly 
mixed with the 1,500 pounds of acid. 
The chemicals coming in contact pro- 
duce an intense heat, and In order to 
obviate the clanger cold water is run 
through pipes encircling and running 
through the vat. At 85 degrees F. a 
red vapor, almost like fire, arises. If 
cutting off the supply of glycerin In the 
agitator does not lower the temper- 
atare. it is time to say farewell. Before i 
90 degrees lire reached nothing but ' 
atoms of the structure and its contents 
are left. 


In Its manufacture water Is used to 


dood the workroom, since a drop fall- 
Ing on the floor might lead to an explo- 
sion. Not a nail is to be found In the 
floor of the factory, and tlie visitor is 
cautioned not to drag bis feet. Those 
who make the dangerous fluid say that 
a jar will not cause an explosion; that 
friction and flre are the only agencies 
by which it can be discharged. One 
may pour a barrel of nitroglycerln 
from a high building to a cement walk 
below and it will not explode, but a 
small quantity of it dropped from the 
same height in a can will blow the 
building down. A sharp concussion in- 
stantly touches it off. Factories be- 
come useless after a few years' opera- 
tion and have to be destroyed. The 
timber becomes saturated with nitro- 
glycerin and an explosion is imminent 
at any time. 


The average production of nitroglyc- 


erin from 1,500 pounds of acid and 250 
pounds of glycerin Is about 150 quarts. 
About 160 qjiarts constitute an average 
shot for an Indiana oil well. While 
magazine explosions are not rare, the 
real cause of the blowing up never be- 
comes known. 
Those who are close 


enough to see the cause always go up 
with tbe building. The average time 
for a shooter or nitroglycerin maker to 
remain in the business does not exceed 
five years. 
Death Is Instant, and no 


one has ever recovered from a nitro- 
glycerin accident. 
Bodies are torn to 


atoms no larger than bits of sausage. 
The wages of employees of the fac- 
tories range from $125 to $150 a month.

The power of the president to proceed 
in these matters with slight regard to 
congress arises from the fact that he 
is the leader in his party and has the 
disposal of patronage.

suggests a method of correcting the 
situation which he describes: 


"It is by the use and the tempta- 


tion of this patronage that the presi- 
dent makes himself the dictator of his 
party and secures the support not only 
of senators and representatives, but of 
the bosses who control state organiza- 
tions and hold presidential delega- 
tions in the hollow of their handi 
The power of patronage personally 
wielded by the president is greater 
than that exercised by any sovereign 
of Europe. It is an anachronism in 
modern government, an absurd anom- 
aly in a republic.

He built the flrst fac- 
tory In the United States near Titus- 
ville, Ta., in 1SOS. 
Up to that time 


powder had been used to torpedo oil 
wells. It was then that an explosive 
that could be discharged under water 
was found in nitroglycerin. 
Colonel 


Myers' 
father was a Philadelphia 


chemist and taught his son how to 
make It. 


The first well torpedoed was on Colo- 


nel Mills' lease, near Tltusville, and the 
charge consisted of only two pounds. 
Oil was worth .$9 a barrel then, and a 
torpedo that would double the produc- 
tion of a well was worth almost what 
the maker cbose to ask for it. Colonel 
Myers built 12 different factories in 
different parts of the oil regions from 
1868 to 1885, when he retired from the 
business. Only one of tbe original fac- 
tories stands intact today. Myers made 
several fortunes and spent his money 
like a prince, but, fortunately for him, 
he still has a snug sum laid by. 


Well shooters spin great yarns of 


their experiences, and the stories are 
of the hair raising order.

Transporting the explosive from 
a magazine to a well is not as danger- 
ous as timid people think, according to 
the shooters. 
It Is transported in 


square cans such as are used for var- 
nish. In preparing for shooting a well, 
a long tin shell is suspended In the tub- 
Ing, and the shooter pours the fluid 
In as if It was water. 
It Is not un- 


usual for 200 quarts to be In a well 
shooter's wagon on one trip. A slight 
leak In a can may be touched off by 
friction and explode the entire load. 
If It should explode In tbe center of a 
town, every building would be reduced 
instantly to debris.—Indianapolis Jour- 
nal.

Made—King Toglos and the Ice King— 


Tbe English Conqnest of India.

NEW YORK, December 10 —What is 


the meaning oi the crowds that throng 
our streets, of the struggling thousands 
that gather around the windows of 
our great department stores, d-essed 
in the cloudy splendors of wonderland, 
where Santa Claus for the time makes 
his home.

"THE WHITE GRUB.' 


Plow Now to Prevent It« RaT«e» 


Kcxt Ycnr. 


What is commonly known as the 


•white grub, or grubworm, is the young 
of the brown May beetle, or June bug, 
•which appears in such abundance in 
late May and June, and is not, as is of- 
ten suggested, the young of the common 
tumblebug. These May beetles deposit 
their eggs in June, usually about the 
roots of grass. 
These eggs hatch in 


about a month, and the young grubs, 
though very small, even immediately 
after hatching appear to be larger than 
the egg. They feed upon the roots of 
grass and by the 1st of November are 
about half an inch in length, having 
all the appearance of the full grown 
grub excepting in the matter of size. 


With the coming of cold weather, or 


perhaps, more properly speaking, in 
late autumn, they go deeper into the 
grouud, sometimes a foot or even more, 
and make for themselves small earth- 
en cells by packing the earth more 
densely about their bodies and in 
these cells pass the winter, coming up- 
ward In the spring, feeding upon the 
grass roots throughout the entire sum- 
mer, and at the end of the second au- 
tumn they have reached about two- 
thirds of their ultimate dimensions. 
They now burrow into the ground and 
again pass the winter in an earthen 
cell, coming to the surface again in the 
spring and feeding until the latter part 
of May In the latitude of the Ohio sta- 
tion, when they abandon the grass 
roots, burrow down Into tlie ground 
and again make an earthen cell, within 
which they transform to the adult bee- 
tle. 


It Is possible that an occasional indi- 


vidual may appear above ground in 
the fall, but the mass of them pass the 
winter In this condition and come to 
the surface as adults the following 
May. Thus it will be seen that they 
have fed during a portion of three 
years. The young of the insect is by 
nature a grass feeder, and therefore 
they are always more abundant in 
fields that have remained in grass for 
a long series of years. The major por- 
tion of their injury in cultivated fields 
occurs the first summer immediately 
following a series of grass crops. 


From the life history of these pests, 


as just stated, the Ohio station con- 
cludes: Now, the insect cannot be kept 
off grass lands, nor Is there any prac- 
tical way of reaching these grubs un- 
der ground, and as they never get to 
the surface their control by topical ap- 
plications Is not only difficult, but prac- 
tically impossible. As ypt we have 
fonnd but one practical way of dealing 
with these pests, and, while tliat is not 
infallible, it seems to prove effective in 
the majority of cases. This consists in 
the fall plowing of grass lands as n 
preparation for the grain crop the fol- 
lowing year. 


While early fall plowing is known to 


be often effective, it Is quite probable 
that late fall or winter plowing Is 
much more dependable. The reason for 
this is that after the grubs have con-

structed their winter quarters they are 
probably too stupid to construct oth- 
ers. If then the ground is broken, the 
grubs within their winter quarters are 
either thrown up to the action of con- 
tinued freezing and thawing or, if not 
thrown up, are exposed to the more di- 
rect effects of rain and frost, and thus 
killed by the winter weather. 
That 


this method is effective in the majori- 
ty of cases there can be hardly a 
doubt. 


Timely and PnTlnS Worlc. 


Many of our most destructive Insects 


pass the winter either among matted 
prostrate grass, among fallen leaves or 
especially along osage hedges, lanes 
and fence corners. 
Wherever such 


places can be burned over in late fall, 
winter or early spring the effect will 
be to destroy many of these. Instead 
of having our annual clearing up in 
May, 
as many do who clear up their 


premises at all, the Ohio station ad- 
vises that it be done during one of the 
seasons above mentioued, as by May 
many of the destruc*ve insects have 
left their winter quarters and are be- 
yond reach.

The result of fermentation at differ- 


ent temperatures is that two distinct 
kinds of ensilage are formed, aud, ac- 
cording to Voelcker. the dividing line 
is at 122 degrees. 
Below that point 


sour ensilage is formed, above It the so 
called sweet ensilage. The distinction 
between the two qualities of ensilage 
Is in the kind of acid formed by fer- 
mentation. 


The proper preservation of ensilage 


reqxdres that the material, be it corn 
or soaic other fodder, has arrived at a 
certain state of maturity. In the corn 
plant this is usually indicated by the 
glazing or deuting of the kernel. Be- 
fore this point has been reached the 
amount of water in the corn is too 
large, and when the material is put 
Into the silo the juice of the plant is 
pressed out by the weight and, settling 
to the bottom of the silo, prevents the 
air from being admitted enough to al- 
low the ensilage to heat, with a conse- 
quent formation of sour ensilage. 


On the other hand, if the corn is al- 


lowed to become too mature the water 
content decreases to such an extent 
that the cut corn will not wilt and

Tlie Sim'n Journey Tbrongli Space. 
By meanii of the spectroscope we call 


obtain a probably more accurate iletar- 
mlnatinn of the sun's velocity through 
space. As is well known, the velocity 
of a star in tlie line of sight can lie 
found by measuring the displacement 
of the lines visible in.'the star's spec- 
trum. Now, the stars near'the position 
of the solar "apex" shoxtld be ap- 
proaching the earth.on account of the 
solar motion.'and those at the opposite 
-point ottlie sky, called the "ant apex," 
should be receding. 


This method has been employed by 


several astronomers, especially by Vo- 
gel at the Potsdam observatory. This 
able astronomer has funnel from an ex- 
amination of 40 stars that the sun's 
velocity through space is about 7% 
miles a second, but an examination of 
a larger number of stars would be ueo- 
essary before we could consider this 
result as thoroughly established. 


Fioni. an examination of the spectra 


of 14 nebnlte Professor Keeler of the 
Lick observatory has fouud velocities 
.In the line of sight, and from these the 
French astrouomer Tisserand has de- 
duced a velocity of about !) 1-3 miles 
for the solar motion, a result which 
does not differ widely from that found 
by Vogcl. We may therefore perhaps 
conclude that the velocity of the sun's 
motion through space is between 6 and 
12 miles per 
second.—Geutleman's

American Corn la tllgii Favor. 


The growing popularity of Ameri- 


can corn is shown by the fact that a 
larger quantity was exported in the 
eleven months ending with December, 


1899, 
than in any preceding year and 


at a higher price than since ISO.'i. The 
total exports were 185,332,659 bushels, 
valued at 374,743,127, while the 185,- 
384,340 bushels exported in the same 
months of 1S9S only brought 808,313,- 


147. 
Most of the corn exported goes 


to Europe and its popularity seems to 
be gaining there. 
To the United 


Kingdom the exports of corn in the 
ten months ending with October, 1SB9, 
were 60,333,300 bushels, against 61,- 
939,167 bushels in 1S9S; to Germany, 
33,804,109 bushels, against 34,833,381 in 
the ten months of IS'JS and ^7,472,338 
bushels in the ten months of 1397; to 
France the exports in 1399 were slight- 
ly less than those of 18113 or 1399, by 
reason of the unusually large grain 
crop in that country, while to other 
European countries the exports of the 
ten months of 1898 were 42.505,443 
bushels, against 39,211,385 in 1893 and 
36,SCB,333 in the corresponding months 
of 1897.

It is therefore 
better economy to make the sides of 
the ditch fluttisb than to have them 
steep, in which case they are likely to 
give great annoyance. Unless the fall 
ts considerable, so that the water would 
scour the ditch out at the bottom, such 
ditches would have to be cleaned fre- 
quently. If for any reason it is thought 
best to cut the ditch with a flat bottom, 
;he general shape of it should coincide 
with the black liaes and not with the 
lotted liaes. 


pack together solidly, 
conditions the air is allowed too free 
admittance, and in cases where the wa- 
ter content of the ensilage is low it be- 
comes covered with a heavy growth 
of mold. In some cases the mold de- 
stroys a large percentage of the con- 
tents of the silo. The only way to pre- 
vent the molding is to wet the dry fod- 
der thoroughly when it is put into the 
silo and, as such corn dries out rapid- 
ly, to cover the corn with cheap hay or 
straw a foot or so thick, trampled firm- 
ly aud well watered. This will prevent 
the air from gutting to the ensilage be- 
low and at the same time prevent any 
drying out of the upper layers. 


After the ensilage has passed through 


its first fermentation and has cooled 
somewhat, if it Is wi'll protected from 
the air. further fermentation is very 
slow, nnd if the conditions remain un- 
changed the contents of the silo can be 
kept several years without excessive 
loss. 
As soon as the silo Is opened, 


however, and air is allowed to reach 
the ensilage immediate fermentation 
Sogins, as shown by a rapidly increas- 
ing temperature of the upper layers of 
ensilage. 
This heating is more pro- 


nounced when a summer silo is opened, 
the hot air of summer, which gains ac- 
cess to the ensilage, presenting the best 
possible conditions for a rapid starting 
up of acetic fermentation. This should 
be guarded against by a covering of 
boards, straw or some such material, 
so as to keep the air away as much as 
possible, thus keeping the new fermen- 
tation down as much as possible. 


If the silo is opened in ct'd weather, 


the surface of tie ensilage is too cold 
to permit acetic fermentation, 
but 


offers the best possible conditions for 
the growth of molds, and in conse- 
quence, if the silo is so large that a 
new surface cannot be exposed each 


day. 
a thick layer of mold will rapidly 


form on the ensilage, thus causing seri- 
ous loss. As in the other case, much 
of this loss can be avoided by a judi- 
cious use of covers. So says a writer in 
The Country Gentleman in an ex- 
tensive article, including the foregoing 
among its points.

Certain inorganic substances are well 


known to cause various forms of nervous 
diseases which' ore readily traced to the 
poisons producing them. Further research 
le»dfl to the belief that alum is a prevailing 
cause of so-called nervous prostration, for 
the symptoms it produces on the nervous 
system after its absorption into the blood 
are very remarkable indeed. Experiments 
physiologically made upon animals by 
Orfila, Professors Hans Mayer, Paul Seim 
and others, show that alum frequently 
produces no visible symptoms for many 
days after its introduction into the body. 
Then follow loss of appetite and other 
alimentary disturbances, and finally a seri- 
ous prostration of the whole nervous sys- 
tem. 
The most prominent physicians now 


believe that "nervous prostration" and 
many affections of the nerves from which 
both men,and women suffer are caused by 
the continued absorption of alum into the 
system. 
It is probable that many medical men 


are unaware of the extent to which salts 
of alumina may be introduced into the 
body, being under the impression that the 
use of alum in bread is prohibited. Alum, 
however, is still used surreptitiously to 
some extent to whiten bread, nnd very 
largely in making cheap kinds oi baking 
powder. In families where baking powder 
is generally used great care should be ex- 
ercised to procure only those brands made 
from cream of tartar. The aluui powders 
may generally be distinguished by the 
lower price at which they are sold. 


The Wheat Crop for 
1899. 


The statistician of the department of 


agriculture, Washington, reports the 
wheat crop of the United States for 


1899 
at 547,300,000 bushels, or 12.3 bush- 


els per acre. The production of winter 
wheat is placad at 201,700,000 bushels 
and of spring wheat at 255,COO,000 
bushels. 
The newly-seeded area of 


winter wheat is estimated at 30,150,000 
acres, which is about 200,000 acres 
greater than that sown in the fall of 
1898. 
The sowing of wheat is still 


going on in California and some of the 
southern states and the foregoing esti- 
mate is subject to correction.

An Important Deal. 


At a meeting here of the stock- 


holders of the West Virginia Central 
and Pittsburg Railway company, Mon- 
day, the capital stock 
of the West 


Virginia Central was increased to 
$10,000,000 and 
•was applied to 


the increased stock 
purchasing all the 


lands and properties, real and per- 
sonal, of tbe Davis Coal and Coke 
company by the West Virginia Cen- 
tral. 


This brings under the ownership, 


control and management of the West 
Virginia Central nearly 100,000 acres 
of coal and timber lands lying along 
the Monongahela, east of the Alle 
ghenies, covering, it is stated, the 
largest body of bituminous coal near- 
est to tidewater. 
The coal depart- 


ment of the consolidated company has 
about 700 coke ovens which will soon 
be increased to 1,000. The capacity of 
the mines is now about 5,000 tons 
daily and about SOO tons of coke. 


It is proposed, under the consolida- 


tion to increase the output of the 
mines t~ 3,000 tons of coal daily and 
the coke to 1,200 tons daily. 
The

talk on the "Organic Nature of the 
School.'' When it is as interesting to 
the parent as the pupil, then our in- 
struction is correct. There are many 
points of view from which we look at 
the school question. If we get at the 
core of the question these views will 
not conflict. Mr. Black recited a hu- 
morous poem to illustrate the tendency 
to follow in the beaten paths. It is a 
mistake to ignore what has been done 
but it should not be relied upon whol- 
ly. The teachers continually grasping 
after the new are worse than those 
who stick to the beaten paths. The 
best teacher is he who continually 
searches for the truth, regardless of 
the old or the new. The child thinks 
of something he would like to attain 
and then strives toward it. 


The teachers should be able to look 


out along the line of life and guide the 
child in the right way, by holding 
ideals before him which are within 
his grasp and yet are in harmony with 
the true ideal of life. The child will 
not be conscious of advancing but the 
teacher must be. The advantage of 
the school over the church in leading 
the child is that in the school he spends 
more time and his knowledge is con- 
stantly being tested. He is constant- 
ly being kept on the stretch 
We 


never cease to go to school; the differ- 
ence is that in our youth teacher and 
pupil arc two separate persons, while 
in after life they are one and the same. 
Keep the eye always on the life of the 
child and your finger on his mental 
pulse, and he will pe prepared for life. 
We do not mold his mind like a ball 
of putty but we lead him to make 
choice for himself and this strength- 
ens him. We lead the child to strug- 
gle for himself and this unfolds his 
powers. We educate the son that he 
may work harder than his father. 
The school is the only institution that 
can keep the mind of the child con- 
stantly on the stretch. Prof. Smith 
hen led in singing "All Will Depend 
Upon You" and "Gay Little Dande- 
ion."

The teacher should be active 
in preparation for the work, that he 
may make the lessons, interesting and 
clear for the child

tion of materials. The taste for good 
reading should early be instilled into 
the child's mind by the teacher bringing 
in gems of literature.

should be active in learning the en- 
vironment of the child. The teacher 
may bring about a new standard of 
education in the community by seek- 
ing co-operation of the parents.

The particular phase of 
the subject treated in this talk was the 
theory of the school. Every one who 
teaches school, teaches according to 
his theory of the world. There is the 
notion that God works on man, not 
through him. There is also in teach- 
ing the idea that the pupil is a passive 
vessel to be filled. Another idea is 
that when the child is born, he is born 
with all the possibilities of the human 
race wrapped up in him. 
We should 


not attempt to fill up the child as a 
vessel, but to unfold what is already 
in the child. 
He illustrated this by 


means of an acorn, which contains the 
oak tree in embryo form. It becomes 


The 


There's 


little practical use for the more diffi- 
cult portion of arithmetic in every 
day life. For instance, few ever have 
occasion to extract square root. 
Me- 


chanical arithmetic means more than 
mere rote work. Its object is to make 
good computers or ready reckoners. 
It is attained chiefly by drill work 
This is not mere repetition. 
Concert 


drill should largely be ruled out. A 
good computer is one who is accurate, 
rapid and independent of symbols. 
Mental arithmetic gives independence 
of symbols. German schools outstrip 
us in computation. The purpose of 
solving problems is to develop intellec- 
tual fiber, not merely to get results. 
The chief difficulty in the solving of 
problems is that children cannot read. 
Train children to image the condi- 
tions given in the problems by means 
of diagrams or pictures. 
Secondly, 


train them to indicate solutions of 
problems. 
Thirdly, teach them to 


forecast results. 
Do not judge your 


children too much by what they do in 
arithmetic. Do not make it the sole 
basis of promotion. Yet it is, together 
with the English, the chief basis of 
classification. Singing, "Merrily Sing." 


Supt. Bowersox came before the 


audience to discuss "Moral Training." 
The great Teacher of all taught that 
moral teaching was greater than phys- 
ical or intellectual instruction. More 
attention should be paid to this branch 
of instruction. 
The school, as well 


as the home and church, has this duty 


an oak by elements from without but 
the real tree lies within the acorn. 
Truth lies within ourselves. To know 
consists in opening out a way for the 
imprisoned truth to escape, rather than 
in letting a light in from without. 


It is natural to do right, and easier 


to do right than wrong. The child 
must not be controlled from without. 
He must control himself from within. 
We should not use the external to cause 
the inside to remain good. "As a man 
thinketh in his heart, so is he." Being 
president did not make Lincoln great, 
but his greatness made him president. 
The child is learning history when he 
can penetrate the outer covering and 
understand the inner causes of events. 
Singing, "School Boy Days.'' 


Eoll call revealed the presence of 310 


teachers. Supt. Bowersox then spoke 


"Three Elements of Success " First, 


a vigorous, healthy body; secondly, a 
iultured intellect; and thirdly, heart 
power or love for our fellow men. The 
country boy in the city is often laugh- 
ed at for his awkwardness but the 
strength of body he has is a great 
treasure. 
He who squanders his 


strength in getting 
an education 


makes a great mistake. There should 
not be an abnormal physical develop- 
ment, but give the body the attention 
necessary to make it strong. It is a 
great qualification for a teacher to 
have good health. It is also necessary 
for the pupil in order for him to do the 
best work. Secondly, culture of the 
intellect is an element of success Edu- 
cation does not make rascals, nor does 
it unfit persons for manual labor, if it 
is the right kind of education. Heart 
power is not to be despised as an ele- 
ment of success. 
Several instances 


of failure because ot a lack of it were 
given. 
It is the lever which will 


prove most powerful in the hands of 
the teacher. 
Singing, "All Will De- 


pend Upon You,'1 "Good Night" and 
"Gay Little Dandelion." The teachers 
were then granted five minutes' inter- 
mission. Singing, "Lovely Kiver." 


"Advanced Beading" was the sub- 


ject then taken up by Prof. Fox. This 
is important because it lies at the 
foundation of success in other sub- 
jects. Arithmetic, history and geog- 
raphy cannot be understood unless 
the child knows how to read. Do not 
let the reading class teach itself. It 
requires the careful guidance of tbe 
teacher. If the child studies six hours 
during the day in the school, home 
work is unnecessary. We spend too 
much time on single subjects. When a 
lesson is assigned in reading or other 
subjects, 
preliminary 
explanation 


should be given. The plan of the read- 
ing lesson should be explained. All 
words of a lesson are not of equal im- 
portance. Once going over the average 
lesson is enough. Too much time is 
spent in poring over books. 
The 


sentence is built naturally on the plan

The ends are 
knowledge and training. Distinguish 
between knowledge and information 
Knowledge is the outcome of personal 
experience, while information comes 
from outside sources, such as books 
and conversation. The knowledge to 
he sought in arithmetic is num- 
bers, expression of 
numbers, oper- 


ations and relations of numbers 
The teacher should not be magnified 
above the pupil, he should not do the 
pupil's work. We teach when we oc- 
casion activity in the child's mind. In 
seeking for a law to follow in teaching 
arithmetic, he compared the customary 
with the rational methods. As an il- 
lustration, the customary method of 
teaching multiplication is making use 
of rules or printed language, the ra- 
tional method is by means of objects 
Another illustration was given—teach- 
ing the meaning of a "bond." The 
same rule applies in this as in the 
above. This 
shows that advanced 


work may be done by the same laws as 
primary work Clear mental percep- 
tion can only follow clear physical per- 
ception. The equipment necessary is 
something in the way of blocks.etc., 
to represent whole numbers, and 
others to represent fractions The 
proper order of teaching is from num- 
bers to figures,from things to symbols. 
A song was sung, "Song of the Reap- 
ers." 


Prof. Fox opened *-he subjee'. of 


to perform. Frequently it is the only 
training of the kind that the child will 
get. Parents may neutralize the re- 
sults of our instruction but this does 
not excuse us. We often do more good 
than we know. Moral training is nec- 
essary because the boys and girls must 
be prepared for citizenship. The way 
to attain this end is through stories. 
Pupils will want to imitate the heroes 
of these stories. Good literature should 
be supplied, including good biogra- 
phies. Guard against evil literature. 
Have the school boards supply some- 
thing good in tbe line of literature. 
Give attention to school room decora- 
tion. 
Pictures have much, influence 


both for good and evil, depending upon 
their character. The Bible should be 
used in moral training. 
The scrip- 


tures should be read in the school, not 
in a listless,perfunctory way, but care- 
fully, reverently. Have a daily prayer 
if you are a Christian. Our examples 
must 
accord with 
our teachings. 


Teachers often have more influence 
than the parents "Temperance Song,'' 
Prof. Smith. Intermission. 


Prof. Fox then spoke on "Geog- 


raphy." This is a large subject and 
teachers often try to cover too much 
ground with disastrous results. The 
first geography we teach should be the 
common geography, that which is 
nearest to us, hence most familiar. 
Do not ask children to describe things 
until they associate the names with 
the objects. Teach direction from the 
position of the school room. 
Teach 


historical geography with history and 
literature. 
In this connection, Mr. 


Fox recited 
pleasing way. 


Sheridan's Ride" in a 
Following this he re- 


cited "Barbara Frietchie" in German 
dialect. 
The Spanish-American war 


gave us new geography to teach. It 
eliminated north and south and now 
we no longer say "rebels" but "con- 
federates."

Dr. W. W. Black continued on "The 


Organic Nature of the School." Every 
man gets his idea of God by taking his 
own best self and idealizing it. "Man 
knows partly but conceives beside, 
creeps ever on from fancies to the fact, 
and in thus striving finds progress, 
man's distinctive mark alone." Man 
was created in the image of God, not 
physical, but spiritual. An image of a 
thing is that which is not exactly like 
it but suggests that thing. 
We as 


Eecitation." The purpose of the les- 
son is to increase the pupil's store of 
knowledge. If we induce students to 
know something through their own 
thinking we have taught them some- 
thing. There are two classes of les- 
sons. Those which are given through 
text books and the other independent 
of books. In the latter there are two 
sources of waste. First, there is lack 
of preparation on the teacher's part. 
Secondly, we do not require reproduc- 
tion of the oral lessons given. Repro- 
duction requires and enforces atten- 
tion. It should be first oral and later 
written. We should train pupils in 
the right methods oi study. Study is 
not mere memorizing. Three things 
attract our attention in the recitation. 
First, the assignment of the lesson, 
secondly, the preparation by the pupil; 
thirdly, the reproduction of what is 
learned. 
Lessons should not be as- 


signed by pases, but by outlines or 
topics. This outline must be simple 
or it will be cumbersome and a hin- 
drance to good work. There should 
be preliminary explanation. The les- 
son should be clear and definite. Be 
sure that the pupils have time enough 
for tbe preparation of what is assign- 
ed. Out of school study should be re- 
stricted to the higher grades. Only 
certain subjects should be assigned for 
home work. See that the children are 
started at their work, and then begin 
the recitation, and be free from inter- 
ruption. Abandon tbe question and 
answer form of recitation. 
If the 


pnpils are taught in this way it will 
destroy connective thinking, as it 
gives the pupil mental nudges. Ques- 
tions are important to lead out the 
pupil at the end of the recitation, but 
let the pupil recite without questions 
first. The question and answer method 
leads us into absurdities. It makes 
the work disconnected. The answer 
is often shorter than the question 
asked, and implies the answer expect- 
ed. In order to change the method 
from questions and answers to oat- 
lines, you will have to study tbe les- 
sons with the pnpils for awhile. Text 
books are not worthy of being memo- 
rized. 
The speaker emphasized the 


activity. Announcements and singing 
"Brightly, Oh, Brightly" closed the 
session.

Dr. Black makes no pretensions as 


an orator, yet there is something so 
fascinating in his personality that he 
commands the undivided attention of 
his hearers. His lecture on "Art in 
Every-day Living" Monday evening

to be followed if we would enjoy art 
in living, namely, have a single life 
aim, let it be a spiritual aim, and fol- 
low it unselfishly. His illustrations 
were particularly apt, clear and force- 
ful. 


TUE8D.4Y EVENING. 


Dr. Thomas McClary, of Minneapo- 


lis, Minn., lectured on tbe "Mission of 
Mirth." His subject was ably handled. 
He not only furnished his auditors 
with an evening of pure enjoyment, 
but he edified and instructed them as 
well. His witty illustrations, coupled 
with his facial expression and appear- 
ance, elicited storms of laughter. His 
lecture was a delightful surprise. 


WEDNESBAl" EVENING. 


The lecture on "Abraham Lincoln" 


by Col. Henry Watterson.of Louisville, 
Ky., was a concise recital of events 
happening at the beginning of the civil 
•war, about forty years ago. It was 
able in every particular and historical 
as to the most exciting hours in the 
history of this country. For those old 
enough to remember something of the 
incidents of that period the lecture 
was intensely interesting, but as nine- 
tenths of his hearers were under forty 
years of age, it is paying a great trib- 
ute to the ability and eloquence of 
Colonel Watterson to say that he held 
tbe audience spellbound for more than 
an hour and a half. The strong com- 
mon sense and kind heart of Abraham 
Lincoln 
were 
admirably depicted. 


Such a lecture will ever be interesting 
to the American people.
